Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 8, 10-12, and 14 as amended are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
considered does not show singly or in combination, the combination of elements recited 
in claims 1, 5, 8 and 12, specifically, a pair of transformers, one transformer coupled to 
energize the signal conditioner and the other transformer couple to energize the ignition 
module so as to prevent electrical feedback which might otherwise defeat the safety of 
the shut down valve. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
